him. 
The convention, which started out with 


every promise of being one of the most 
exciting ever known in tho state, de 
veloped Into a "love feast," and wound 
up about as tamely as any ever seen here. 
The confining, for purposes of safety, ol 
the spectators' tickets to 100 for each fac- 
tion, while a prudent move, robbed the 
proceedings of much oE the usual accom- 
paniment of noise, and the customary 
band playing between the acts was no- 
ticeable by ruMon ot its absence. 


Tha 'first buttjle between the factions 


came on the election of a temporary chair- 
man. The Quay candidate won by a ma 
jority of thirty, and after this tho senator 
had his own way completely.

Tbe resolutions were pro- 
pared by men opposed to Governor Hast- 
ings, and the matter of indorsing his ad 
ministration was very nearly overlooked 
a thoughtful delegate offering the neces- 
sary'plank u few minutes befov final ad 
journment. 


The day was the hottest of the season 


and for more than four hours tho dole 
gates, newspaper men and spectators were 
Imprisoned in a sweltering atmosphere 
without food or drink. With » few ex 
ceptions, erery man sat In his shir 
sleeves, Senator Quay being one of the 
first to set the example. 


The delegates who arrived early found 


over 125 men in the hall, guarding tb 
entrances to prevent toughs aud heeler 
from taking possession of the premises 
They had been there all night and showet 
evidences ot their long vigil as they 
marched out of the hall shortly before th' 
hour for convening. 


Although there was an outward indlca 


,tion of harmony and forgiveness; It 
said that this extends only toGovorno 
Bastings and hia friends.

tho wildest applause. Mr. Hall moved 
that the election of Robinson bo made 
unanimous. Goveruor Hastings seconded 
the motion, and it was carried. 


In taking tho chair Mr. Robinson said: 
'I thank you for the honor you have con- 
ferred on me, and I wish to say I am now 
ready for the business of tho convention." 


The briefness 'of the speech surprised 


everybody. Sonator Quay moved that tho 
committee on permanent organization bo 
instructed to report tho name of Governor 
Hastings for permanent chairman. Car- 
ried. 


Congressman Stono. of, Allegheny, of- 


fered the following resolution, which was 
unanimously adopted: 


'That the rulo for the selection of 


chairman of the state committee by the 
candidates and the permanent chairman 
of the convention be suspended, and said 
state chairman be named by tho convention 
Itnmodittfcaly aCtor tho adoption of bho re- 
port of the committee on resolutions." 


Quay'a Reform Re§olutioni. 


Then Mr. Riter, of Philadelphia, of- 


fered a resolution, to be referred to tbe 
platform committee, opposing free coin- 
age of silver, and then Senator Quay of- 
fered the following, which was referred 
to the resolutions committee, and by that 
committee added Co the platform: 


"Resolved, That wo decry the growing 


uso of money in polities and the corporate 
control of legislatures, municipalities 
political primaries and elections, and fa- 
vor tho enactment of the legislation anc 
the enforcement of laws to correct such 
abuses. 


"We earnestly Insist upon a form 01 


civil service which will prevent the en 
•lavement of public officers and employes, 
and tho compelling of those appointed to 
preserve the peace to confine themselves 
to their duties, which will insure absolute 
freedom and fairness in bestowing state 
and county and municipal contracts, and 
will punish any form of favoritism in 
granting them, which will forbid the 
grant of exclusive franchises to dealers In 
public necessities, comforts, convenience 
and sanitary requirements, and "Wll In 
sure the recognition of ability and fidelity 
In the public service to the country ever 
foremost, whon accompanied by ability 
and fitness. 


"Wo demand that public office should 


be for the public benefit, and its term In 
subordinate positions should be during 
good behavior. 
No public employe o 


officer should bo permitted to Influenc 
primaries 01 elections, nor upon any pro 
tense be assessed upon his salary, and al 
unnecessary positions and salaries shoul' 
be abolished and axpendltures and taxe 
tlon reduced; there should bo a uniform 
basis of valuation of property for publi 
purposes; corporations enjoying publl 
privileges should pay for them,and school 
should be divorced from politics and k«p 
absolutely free from political Influence 
and control." 


At 1:80 p. m. the commltteo on perma- 


nent organization met In the lobby, and 
went through the form of agreeing on 
General Hastings for permanent ehalr- 
man. Political Rivals Arm In Arm. 


Temporary Chairman Robinson desig- 


nated Senator Quay and C. L. Magee as 
a committee to escort Permanent Chair- 
man Hastings to the platform. Wild en- 
thusiasm followed the appearance of the 
two rivals, arm and arm with the big 
governor. 


Governor Hastings thanked the conven- 


tion for the honor of his unanimous elec- 
tion as chairman. He said that tbe recent 
events In the Republican party of Penn- 
sylvania prove the prophecy that eleotrlo 
storms have the effect of clearing the at- 
mosphere, and we reserve our cyclone for 
the free trade, debt creating Democratic 
party.

Faints of the Platform. 


The financial plank of tho platform says 


In part: 


"Believing it to bo tho settled doctrine 


of the party that the honor of the nation 
and the interests of its citizens require 
tho maintenance of a national currency, 
every dollar of which, whether in gold, 
silver or notes, shall be of a stable value 
and of equal purchasing power, this con- 
vention hereby declares its opposition to 
the debasement of the national currency 
by tho admission of stiver to free and un- 
limited coinage at the arbitrary ratio of 
16 to 1." 


On the Wilaoa tariff bill the platform 


says: 


"We thank the Republican members of 


the house of representatives from Penn- 
sylvania for their activity in exposing the 
destructive character of the Wilson tariff 
bill, as passed by the house of representa- 
tives, and we thank the Republican sena- 
tors from Pennsylvania for their efficient 
help in securing its defeat. Especially do 
we thank Senator Matthew Stanley Quay 
for his heroic resistance to the bill through- 
out many weary months, loading the Re- 
publican opposition to its enactment, and 
finally compelling the Democratic ma- 
jority In the senate to agree to the substi- 
tution of many protective duties for Its 
free trade provisions." 


The administration of Govo rnor Fast- 


Ings 's thus extolled: 


"We commend tho splendid administra- 


tion of Governor Daniel H. Hastings, 
which has fully justified the confidence in 
him of tho voters of the commonwealth as 
expressed in the enormous majority given 
him last fall."

In 1875 Mayor Wickham ap- 
pointed tho schoolmaster police justice, 
and he was reappolnted in 1888 for the 
full term, which expired in 1893. The 
little judge, as he waa called, was a 
unique figure on tho bench.

•with his hood cruet, hissing loudly, and 
his oyus ^luring, ho prepares to strike. 
Nevertheless they are not, I belicvo, ag- 
gressive, and unless interfered with or ir- 
ritated they crawl along tho ground with 
the neck uiitlilattxl, looking not unlike in- 
nocent snakes." 


The reputation of being the most aggress- 


ive of all the Indian snakes is enjoyed by 
the Ophiophagus elaps, but more danger- 
ous perhaps are the IDaboia russellll, or 
Russell's vipor, and the Echisoarinata(tho 
native phursn), whoso bite causes death as 
certainly, if cot quite as quickly, as that 
of the cobra.

Slatln Paoka, a Captive, Looked On—The 


Ecyptlan Chief Spurned Gordon's Glfta 
and Swore to Have Hid Head—The Story 
Told Before the Geographical Congress. 


Chinese Gordon's fato is explained at 


last. "Khartum fell tho 2«th of Junu 
arr, 1885, aud wllh it -that city's bravest 
defender, General Gordon himself, killei 
on tho topmost Htep of tho staircase of hi 
palace. Ilia head, severed from his body 
was presented, to mo with dorlblon aud 
disdain, I being a chained and 
captive." 


It was In these graphic words that Sin 


tin Pasha told for the first time, before 
tho geographical congress in London tin 
other day, the story of the terrible climax 
in Gordon's eventful life, which eamo over 
a decade ago. 


Tho story of Gordon and Khartum wil 


over remain one of tho darkest pages in 
England's history. For years tho Turks 
had been plundering and oppressing tin 
people of the Sudan, slave trading in its 
most horrible guise enjoyed unexample< 
prosperity and tho country was ripo for 
revolt. For many years tho faith of Islam 
hud been making immense strides in con 
tral Africa, and its converts hod reochcc 
tho astonishing number of 12,000,000. A 
this opportune moment came Mohammec 
Aohmot, who proclaimed himself as K 
Muhdl, the leader and prophot who shouK 
regenerate the earthly kingdom of Man 
by force of arms, and thousands flocked to 
his standard. 


Battle after battle, Borne severe and 


bloody, was foughtt and, .despite the, fact 
that his divine authority "and prop'hetic 
power wore discredited by the heads of thu 
faith at Cairo and Constantinople, K. 
Mahdi, tho 
Dongola carpenter's son, 


found liiiuHOlf in 1885, loss than four years 
after liis career began, tho master of tho 
equatorial provinces and of upper Egypt. 


Burly in 1884 thoro were 8,000 Egyptian 


troops between Khartum and Asswan 
0,000 in Khartum and 20,000 to the 
south of that city that were faithful to tho 
khodivo, but the Mahdi and his myriads 
of savage fanatics ruled the land to the 
northward. Tho English government con- 
cluded It would bo cheaper to abandon tho 
Sudan and bring thubo troops down tho 
Nile to safety aud finally yielded to popu 
lar opinion nnd bent General Gordon to 
Khartum. He reached that city on the 
18th of 1'ebruary and was hailed by its in- 
habitants as their deliverer. He soon 
found, however, that, though his authority 
was absolute within the town, ho was 
powerless in tho region outside. 


Khartum is (it tho union of tho White 


and liluo Nile, and it* natural strength 
had been much incro.iM>d by a scries of 
etroug fortifications on iU landward side, 
so,it was, well calculated to resist a louj 
bicgo. 


Gordon first attempted to treat with tho 


Muhdl and bent him presents aua an ap- 
pointment as governor of Kordofan. 
The 


Moslem Mosbiuh, however, was not to be 
won over by such means us these aud sent 
two omissiirlos baok to Gordon with 
drawn swoids, who, in disdainful words, 
gave him their master's message. Ho did 
not want tho governorship of Kordofan, 
for ho ruled it already; of costly robes, 
too, 
his storehouses were full. His answer 


endod in these words: "Toll Gordon that I 
havo sworn in tho iiamo of Allah to have 
his hoad and to distribute his gold among 
tho poor who fight him." 


Thon the siogo of Khartum began. 


Tho forces undor Slatm Bey, tho governor 
of Durfur, had been reduced to BOO sick 
and wouudcd men, and finally they surren- 
dered and Slatm was a prisoner in tho 
Uahdi's camp. Hicks Pasha—Colonel 
Hicks, formerly of tho Bombay staff corps 
—the leader of another native army, was 
annihilated by tho fnlso prophet's hordes 
and none lived to toll tho tale. 


As long as communication by telegraph 


remained open Gordon continued to beg 
tho British government to send troops to 
liis roliof, Tmt. hiH pva.y«ra wore unhoadad. 
General Gordon's journal of his days of 
waiting and hoping in Khartum after 
news Irom the outside world had ceased 
to come has been published, and in its 
plain and simple wordb tells the pathetic 
story of the events which preceded the 
downfall of thu eity 
Tho siogo lasted 320 


days, and there is no full and authentic ac- 
count of tho final assault and awful car- 
nage that ended it.

Photography Under the Sea. 


The progress of photography under the 


sea by means of tho uewly devised magne- 
sium light—a marvel of ingenuity—may 
justly be described as something wonder-

It is stated 
with reference to this important point that 
thus fur in tho process an exposure of ten 
minutes at a depth of 8 to 4 feet will give 
good results. At u depth, however, of 15 
to 18 feet an exposure is said to be re- 
quired of not less than 80 minutes when 
the sun is brightest, though even at this 
depth it becomes necessary to apply a plate 
of blue glass in front of the lens in order

It not only saves 
time and trouble, but good pictures, it is 
said, have been taken during storms and 
without appreciable light from above.
